averaged from 1 to i dogrcos above in 
the northern, while in the central and 
southern divisions, it has ranged from 
nnrmnl to about 2 degrees below daily.

POPULISTS LOSE THEIH CASE 


Judge Fouke Decides the Illinois 


Mandamus Against Them. 


SPRINGFIELD, 
111., Sept. 21.—Judge 


Fouke in the Sangamon county circuit 
court decided the mandamus case of 
Jackson L. Jessup and Chas. E. Palmer, 
Populist legislative candidates, against 
W. H. Hinriehsen, secretary of state, in 
which thr point at issue was the mean- 
ing of the words "general election" as 
used in the election laws. Judge Fouke 
sustains the secretary of state, holding 
tktit "A fair construction of this statute 
is that the next general election preced- 
ing tho nomination of these candidates 
ivas the judicial election in that district." 
He took occasion to criticise the law. ex- 
pressing a doubt of tho wisdom of the 
attempt on tho part of the legislature 
"to incorporate political parties." 
"I 


doubt much,'1 said the court,"the policy 
of having a law in this country that will 
destroy the elasticity of public opinion. 
I think it ought rather to encourage it. 
Voters should be legislated to the- polls 
rather than away from the polls." The 
decision will have the effect of requiring 
not only the Populists but the-Republi- 
cans and Prohibitionists to nominate all 
their candidates by petition in the Fifth 
judicial district, being tho counties of 
Sangamon, Macoupin, Christian, Mont 
gomery, Payelte and Shelby. The case 
will bo appealed to tho supreme court, 
but a decision cannot be obtained in 
time to be available this year.

Last night a large and cultured audi- 


ence assembled at the Christian taber- 
nacle to hear tho Hon. J. J. Ingalls, the 
brilliant platform orator.who for eighteen 
years ably represented the state of 
Kansas in tho United States senate. 
There were nearly 800 people out to hear 
the gentleman, who in appearance is very 
like his pictures which have appeared 
in the magazines and newspapers. Ev- 
erybody expected to be entertained and 
they were not disappointed. Mr. In- 
galls spoke for an hour and a quarter. 
At the close of the lecture quite a num- 
ber of people had tho privilege of meet- 
ing Mr. Ingalls. He left tho city this 
morning for Kansas, where ho will re- 
sume his campaign work for the Repub- 
lican ticket. 


THE LECTUKE. 


Rev. GeoF. Hall introduced tho dis- 
tinguished lecturer in a felicitous man- 
ner, referring incidentally to tho great 
state of Kansas and her energetic peo- 
ple. 


Mr. Ingalls was enthusiastically re- 


ceived and said that a later date for the 
lecture would have pleased him bettor 
as he was engaged in tho heat of the 
campaign in his etate. He said: "Every- 
body has hoard of Kansas and nearly 
everybody has lived there sometime or 
other. (Applause and laughter.) 
The 


peculiar feature of Kansas is its antithe- 
ses. When it is cold the mercury drops 
out of sight in the bulb and when it is 
hot they can't make the thermometer 
tubes long enough. 
When it ia dry, 


water becomes (lilio beer and whisky in a 
prohibition state)—a natural curiosity; 
and when it is wet we become amphibi- 
ous and web footed. It is a fascinating 
state. No man who has over lived thoro 
forswears allegiance. Sdmething always 
calls him back. Ho may wander for 
awhile but he will return to Kansas, 
whose bright sky is a smilo, and whose 
soil is a caross. Tho only difference be- 
tween Mr. Hall and myself is that 
he left 
the 
state 
and the etate 


left me. (Laughter.) He left and I got 
left. Mr. Hall wi'l always be welcome 
sh >uld ho return, as wo remember him 
for hic -mergy and good work. 


-De '"oqueyille says that without vir- 


I ne and intelligence a republic is impos- 
sible. We havo had some remarkable 
object lessons of tho danger of ignorance 
and crimes to public institutions. I am 
glad to attest my faith in the conserva- 
tive forces which must prevail if the re- 
public survives. 


"At supper at a hotel in the town 


where Dartmouth College is loca.ted .1 
met three young men who were students 
of that institution. One of them said 
that he recognized me by the caricatures 
which ho had seen of me in the funny 
papers. I said that I was the only pub- 
lic man to whom caricatures did not do 
an injustice. [Laughter,] The young 
mon told me that they know so little of 
tho fundamental principles of the parties 
that they did not know which party to 
vote for. Now mind you that these 
were educated young mon—educated 
in classics, mathematics and philoso- 
phy, but 
uninetructcd 
in 
politics. 


Ultimately all questions except those of 
conscience and theology are brought 
to the ballot-box for solution. 
But 


thoro is one point in which Americans of 
all parties need not differ and thatis our 
public school system. That has such a 
hold on the affections of the people that 
any organization which seeks to destroy 
it will be ground into powder. Thoro is 
an absolute neglect and indifference of 
the American people as to their political 
rights, duties and obligations. Every 
question of life except conscience and 
theology comes to tho ballot-box, and 
there are indications of those coming to 
the ballot-box. Every question of wages 
and markets, prices,education, and even 
the home must come to the ballot-box 
for settlement. Every man and every 
woman should be a politician; all should 
bo politicians in tho sense of taking 
a constant, patient and patriotic interest 
in public affairs. 
By that I do not 


mean an office-seeker, but one continu 
ally interested in public affairs. I be- 
lieve that the active participation of 
every intelligent man and woman in the 
country in its public questions would be 
of distinct advantage. I speak of the 
advantage to the public. I do not say 
that this would be of advantage to the 
women. (Applause.) * * * * I re- 
cently told Susan B. Anthony that I 
thought the women would vote when 
they wanted to, but that I believed when 
the final tost came the difficulty would 
bo in the indifference of the women. My 
wife, mother, sisters and daughters have 
nqver told me they wanted to vote, al- 
though they have instructed me about 
everything else that they want. ((Laugh- 
ter.] I believe that other American 
women are much the same. Whenever 
thoy want to vote they will vote. They 
huve succeeded in getting about every- 
thing they have ever wanted in this 
world since tho first Adam and Eve and 
tho apple and tho serpent. [Laughter.] 
George Washington warned the people 
nf ttie dangers of partisanship, but we 


keea Bottled the Dutch not long after- 
wards.' But out ot that intolerance 
grew in time the greatest religious tol- 
erance ever seen in any country. In the 
great congress of religions at Chicago 
there was a spirit of candor and toler- 
ance toward those differing in belief 
which foreshadowed the time when all 
men shall have but one creed. 


Our forefathers secured a government 


which gave an equal chance for all. 
They believed in the fatherhood of God, 
and consequently in the brotherhood of 
man. They reared for us a church with- 
out a bishop, and a state without a king. 
The race has had a bloody history. It 


haa beheaded kings that man might be 
free. Not that he be prosperous, or em- 
ployed, or happy^ut that he might be 
free. * * * We have learned that 
all the evils which afflicted humanity 
huve not'been banished by our govern- 
ment. We have not abolished poverty, 
' I n 
nor made men in all things equal. In 
our second Jcentury the question is, 
whetheTr these institutions shall con- 
tinue or shall they be overthrown. 
There has been for twenty yeara past a 
vague unrest. Conditions exist to-day, 
which, if not remedied, may make our 
future shorter than we think. 
In the 


past two years we have had a culmina- 
tion of these events. Strikes and lock- 
outs have been the rule. 
They tell us 


that individualism is the cause and that 
we must return to the state from which 
our forefathers escaped. We have been 
told that the panic is over-production. 
They might as well say that sn many 
men are going barefooted because too 
many shoes have been made. Or that so 
many men are going around in raga be- 
cause the woavershavemadoup too much 
cloth, I tell you it is under-consump- 
tioathat is the matter. It is that the 
purchasing power of the people has been 
so greatly lessoned. * * * During the 
panic I heard men say that tho trouble 
was that the popple had no confidence 
in the circulating medium. I was in 
Denver during the bank runs aud I saw 
four or five national banks go up in ono 
day. The events of that day told mo 
tho people had more confidence in the 
circulating medium than in anything 
else. They did not ask whether it was 
gold or silver orrag money—they wanted 
the circulating medium in one way or 
another. . * * * 


Mr. Ingalls discussed the silver ques- 


tion in alluding to the lack of confidence 
of the people in its circulating medium. 
The currency question is one of the 
greatest problems and it is a political 
question. There will be no permanent 
cure until silver is restored as a circulat- 
ing medium at some ratio. There can 
be no international agreement. 
The 


finances of a country are domestic, and 
the United States is big enojgh to man- 
age its own finances. England and 
France and Germany have thoir own 
systems and 
we can havo our own 


system. 
Confidence in the value of a 


coin is everything. 
If you possess 


a slick and questionable quarter, do you 
hide it away? Or do you buy peanuts 
with it at the nearest stand, or give it to 
the street car conductor, or put it in the 
contribution box at church? 


It is said that the result of the policy 


of this country is to make the rich grow 
richer, and the poor grow poorer, i bc- 
believe that when there is so large a pro- 
portion of the total wealth of the coun- 
try in the hands of a few that there is 
just cause for apprehension. It looks 
unreasonable that eomo should have 
millions beyond the capacity of extrava- 
gance to squander, while others lack 
their daily bread. Liberty and abject 
poverty are incompatible. 
There are 


too many millionaires in this country. I 
feel about this very deeply, very much 
like the rest of you do, and in common 
with you my pain is increasing by the 
fact that just one more is not added to 
the number. 
(Laughter.) 
I have de- 


voted a part of that leisure which my 
mistaken constituents have given me for 
the past two years to a study of the ques- 


wealth, I want to say that a great part 
ol it is in almost every instance created 
by the genius of the man by whom it is 
acquired. 


"Ton have seen the painting, "The An- 


geles." It is only two peasants in the 
foreground, ceasing their toil in the 
fields and bowing reverentially in prayer, 
while in the .background is the church 
spire from which you can almost hear 
the bell ring out calling the faith- 
ful to prayer. 
That is nothing but a 


yard or two of canvas, nothing but a few 
tubes of color not larger than my finger, 
nothing but a little oil and the genius 
and inspiration of the painter. And yet 
that painting sold for §100,000. 
Any 


man had a right to paint it who could. 
And you may be sure that the paltry 
dauber who hawks his wares at S2.50 
each thinks that he has a victim of so- 
ciety in that he does not receive a large 
sum for the best that his hands can pro- 
duce. 


"We have all heard about Pullman. 
I 


do not justify his actions, but I do want 
to say that any man had the same right 
to build palace cars that ho did. 
They 


all have had and havo the samo right to 
make money that he had. 
I saw a man 


at Cleveland who is worth $liO,000,000, 
and he testified in court that his income 
was about ten or twelve millions annu- 
ally—he did not know and did not care 
how much more. Aud at Cleveland too, 
I saw a man to whom this same Rock- 
efeller applied and asked for a position 
as office boy at S'2.50 per week. Carne- 
gie is of the same class. He was a bare- 
footed ' messenger boy in the city of 
Pittsburg. And not ono manufacturer 
in his line but had all tho opportunities 
to acquire wealth that ho had. What 
nonsense it is to say that the statutes 
keep one man poor and make tho neigh- 
bor rich! 


"Jay Gould died a few years ago, leav- 


ing I don't know how much—he lelt all 
he had, and those who wero charged 
with hunting up property for tho pur- 
pose of collecting the succession tax suc- 
ceeded in finding seve'nty millions ot 
dollars. Lees than thirty years ago ho 
wont on Wall street and all his earthly 
possessions consisted of a patent mouse 
trap. Jay Gould and I were about tho 
same age, and we started in life at about 
the same time. How did it come that 
he acquired wealth beyond the dreams 
of avarice, while I am compelled to go 
on the road? What did he acquire that 
belonged to me? I have been unable to 
find in tho statutes any discrimination 
against myself and in favor of him. If 
1 had found anything of that sort then 
I would believe that the revolution 
which communists and anarchists pre- 
dict, ought to occur. 


"We are differently endowed and are 


in different environments to struggle 
aud develop in tho groat battle of life 
and we do not know its outcome. All 
havo tho satuo chance in tho race of life 
and nothing more. In this country we 
concede that every man, rich or poor, 
white or black, has tho right to vote 
once and havo the vote counted. We 
contend that there should be free migra- 
tion, a reasonable wage for voluntary 
labor, and opportunities to 
acquire 


knowledge as wide ae the desire to know. 
We make this a government of laws and 
not of men. Write it down on the hearts 
of all patriots that this may forever be a 
government of laws and not of men.'1 
[Applause.] 


Hardy's Untenable Position.

to himself George P. Hardy, who has 
been a Republican office-holder for a 
long term of years, has seen fit to an- 
nounce himself as an independent can- 
didate for county clerk—in opposition to 
tho nominee of the Republican conven- 
tion, J. M. Dodd.

ularly and us regularly observed that she 
avoided the thurn bushes. Why did I 
not invent.barbed \vire myself? At tho 
World's Fair in Chicago I saw the mar- 
vellous development of tho telephone 
system. As I looked at it I remembered 
that when I was a boy playing with my 
companions on the Morimac river my 
comrade would go to the end of a beam 
100 feet long and scratch with a pin and 
I heard it as distinctly as if there had 
been nothing but a piece of pasteboard 
between us. Now way did i not in- 
vent the telephone? 
Nature tried to 


tell me about, ic then. 
I WHS not pre- 


vented by the demonetization of silver, 
by the condition of the south nor by the 
McKinley law. 
Later, after tho tele- 


phone was invented its stock was hawked 
about Washington, Philadelphia and 
New York and went begging at ten 
cents per share, the same identical 
stock which afterwards sold at $250 per 
share, Now why did I not take a few 
dimes and buy a few shares? 
Plainly 


because I did not have the business 
sense to see that tho telephone was anv- 
thing more than a scientific toy. When 
I was a boy in school I used, to take a 
lead pencil to figure out my sums and 
afterwards erase errors with a pinco of 
an old gum shoe. A man invented the 
plan of putting a little piece of rubber 
on the end of a pencil and that in von 
tion brought him wealth until his in- 
come is over 9200,000 annually. Now why 
did not I invent that? It was simple 
enough. What statute was it that pre- 
vented me from doing that simple thing? 
And how much of that man's money am 
I entitled-to because he invented it and 
I did not? 


"We hear that the opportunities have 


been absorbed. I want to tell you that 
there never were such opportunities as 
to-day. Brains were originally put on 
top and they were put on top to stay. 
This is organic,decreed by the Almighty 
and it is not possible to repeal it by an 
act of the Illinois legislature. The at- 
tempt to show that the government is 
making one roan rich and preventing 
you from acquiring riches is a libel and 
a Blunder on this country which gives us 
all equal opportunities. 


"The convolutions of the brain are 


more profitable to-day than Ihoy ever 
were. Grey matter commands a higher 
price than ever before. Any man or wo- 
man who can do anything better than 
anyone else is sure of a reward. 


"We have conquered the earth and the 


sea and the world is waiting for the men 
who shall conquer the air. My friend, 
Cullom, (if he stays in Washington to 
serve you ps long as he deserves to) will 
yet see the day when he can go home to 
Sprttgfield after the adjournment of the 
senate to his'dinner and return in ample 
time for the meeting nest day. .That is 
not half so wonderful as che feat which 
was accomplished in going across the 
country in ono week.

MacVeagh'B Questions AMwered. 


Chicago Tribune: In his Springfield 


speech Mr. MacVeagh asked Senator 
Cullom three questions. In his Robin- 
son speech Senator Cullom has answered 
the three questions succinctly and suc- 
cessfully, and in such a manner that it 
will not bo necessary for Mr. MacVeagh 
to ask them again.

Mr. MacVeagh's first question was, 


whether the Republican party, if it were 
returned to power—a result which he 
evidently does not consider improbable— 
would ruin business by renewing the 
agitation of the tariff. To this absurd 
riuestion Senator Cullom replied there 
was not the slightest danger of such ac- 
tion by the Republicans.

perous. It was not until the Democrats 
came into power and began their tariff 
;inkcring that trade and commerce were 
paralyzed and the wage-workers were 
robbod; that wages went down, and

It is 


evident Mr. MacVeagh thought this 
question would bo a posor, but, as 
might havo boon 
expected, Senator 


3ullom declined to speak in his of- 
icial capacity for the Republican party 
or for Republican members of congress 
so far in advance. 
Th,e Senator, how- 


over, did nothositato to give Mr. Mac- 
Veugh his unofficial opinion, and that 
was that it would not be re onuctd as 
t stood on tho statute books, for tho 
sufficient reason that business condi- 
;ions have changed since it became a 
aw, und that u new luw would bo drawn 
in accordance with the policy of protec- 
tion to American industries and Amer- 
ican wage-workers, and so carried out 
;hat no foreigner would get an advan- 
tage ovor un American citizen. Mean- 
time Senator Cullom was prepared to 
say thut in formulating a now law he 
should ndviso as tho first stop tho reduc- 
tion of tho duties upon fifty-one articles 
upon which tho now Democratic moas- 
uro of tariff reform has increased tho 
duties above tho rates fixod in the Mc- 
Kinloy act," notwithstanding the declar- 
ation of tho Democratic platform that 
all protection is fraud and robbery. 


Mr. MucVoagh's third question was 


whether tho Republicans would accept 
tho now Democratic bill as a finality or 
final settlement of tho tariff question. 
Senator Cullom treated this question 
with tho contempt it deserved.

The bitter will be fortu- 
nate if ho is us successful in answering 
tlio questions uskecl him by the Sonutor, 
cloarly nnd unequivocally and without 
evasion or straddling. In a general way 
Mr. MacVeagh, whether in his capacity 
as scholar or grocer, may be informed 
that tho Republicans when they corao 
into power do intend to revise the tariff 
so as to increase every duty not high 
enough now to restore tho wage scale; 
that they will repeal such other taxes as 
ore unnecessary or unwise, and that 
they will leave no tax undisturbed 
which has been devised for the purpose 
of gratifying revenge or bribing Popu- 
lists. This assurance should be gratify- 
ing to Grocer MncVeagh however it may 
strike Scholar MucVongh.

An Example. 


There it DO better example of the 


pernicious character of the Democratic 
iheory of tariff than the statements 
tfr.

Nicholson immediately after tho acci- 
lent, in a letter received to-day, boars 
ut these statements in every way. He 
aw Mr, Nicholson at 1 o'clock Sunday, 
nnd reports that he was in good spirits, 
uughing and joking. After the shopt- 
ng Mr, Carlisle asked him if he had in- 
entionally injured himself, and he re- 
ilicd no. Carlisle had himself given 
Nicholson his leave, and he says that 
hero had been no intention to remove 
lim from his position.

The town of Emmettsburp, near 


vhiuh the cyclone started, was very

The cases of death are widely scat- 


tered, being reported in ones and twos

have been at Algona, where fifteen 
were killed and twice that number in- 
jured.

for children who were killed, and chil- 
dren are moaning the losses of parents. 
Many favniles ure without a roof to 
shelter them, who have always before 
had happy homes and necessary com- 
forts. 
Some of them arc able to re- 


builvl and to tjtivnd the loss, b\it the 
majority arc not, .Some of them, even 
so late us two vfeelcs ago, sent their 
savings to help out tlie Hrc sufferers in 
Wisconsin, and to-day they arc in want 
themselves.
